New report finds number of 
illnesses stagnant or rising 

WASHINGTON | The number of food-borne 
illnesses in the United States has remained 
stagnant over the last three years, and, in 
some cases, has been on the upswing, giv- 
ing new urgency to efforts to reform the 
nation’s food safety system, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention reported 
in a study released Thursday. 

Since 1996, the agency has been collecting 
data from 10 states on the number of people 
diagnosed with infections caused by eight 
bacteria and three parasites found in food. 
After registering drops in several of the ill- 
nesses until about 2004, they began rising 
again or have stayed constant. Those include 
illnesses those caused by salmonella, vibrio, 
E. coli 0157, listeria and Campylobacter. 

Preliminary 2008 data shows that infec- 
tion rates for five food-borne illnesses 
exceeded the CDC’s national goals, with sal- 
monella more than doubling the goal. The 
data did not include the ongoing outbreak 
of salmonella linked to peanut products that 
began in 2008 and peaked in early 2009, 
with nearly 700 people sickened and nine

Obama is seeking $83.4 billion 
for U.S. military and diplomatic 
operations in Iraq and Afghani- 
stan, pressing for special troop 
funding that he opposed two years 
ago when he was senator and 
George W. Bush was president.

FDA Reverses 
Decision to Ban 
Liquid Morphine 

NEW YORK I A liquid morphine 
painkiller given by family caregiv- 
ers to dying patients can remain 
on the market, federal regulators 
have decided. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration last week said it was order- 
ing manufacturers to stop making 
14 medications, including liquid 
morphine. All were developed so 
long ago they had never received 
FDA approval. 

But on Thursday, the FDA’s 
Dr. Douglas Throckmorton said 
the morphine liquid will remain 
on the market until it’s replaced 
by an approved version or some 
equivalent therapy. 

One doctors group had told the 
FDA that the morhpine ban would 
“cause extreme suffering for many 
patients who are nearing the end 
of life.” (AP) 


Charity running out 
of money to provide 
free care to children 

GREENVILLE, S.C. I Shriners Hospi- 
tals, which have provided free care 
since before the Great Depression, 
are considering closing a quarter 
of their facilities as donations stag- 
nate, costs increase and the char- 
ity’s endowment shrivels. 

The group’s director says it’s 
the only viable option. 

Officials at the Florida-based 
organization say it is siphoning 
$1 million a day from its endow- 
ment to balance the budget for 
22 hospitals in the U.S., Canada 
and Mexico. Meanwhile, they say, 
that fund has fallen to $5 billion 
from $8 billion in less than a year 
because of the sputtering stock 
market and a charitable giving 
slump that has hurt philanthropies 


nationwide. The group will vote 
this summer on the closures. 

“Unless we do something, the 
clock is ticking, and within five to 


seven years we’ll probably be out of 
the hospital business and not have 
any hospitals,” said Ralph Semb, 
chief executive officer of Shriners 


Hospitals for Children. 

In cities where hospitals may 
close, supporters and hospital 
staff are scheduling fundrais- 
ers and posting online messages 
of support on social networking 
Web sites. 

Widely known today for burn 
and orthopedic care for children, 
the Shriners Hospitals system 
opened in 1922 with a facility in 
Shreveport, La., that specialized 
in treating polio. By the 1960s, the 
group had hospitals nationwide 
and expanded its care to include 
spinal cord injury rehabilitation, 
cleft lip and palate care, and medi- 
cal research. 

More than 1 million children 
have been treated at the hospi- 
tals, which were created by the 
fraternal organization of the same 
name whose members are known 
for wearing red fezzes and driving 
miniature cars in parades, (ap)

Bank Does the Improbable 


Wells Fargo’s record 
first-quarter profit of 
$3B is its highest ever 

N E w YO R K I Are banks back? 

No big bank was supposed 
to utter the words “record” and 
“profit” in the same sentence this 
year. But Wells Fargo said Thurs- 
day it earned about $3 billion for 
the first quarter — its highest 
income ever, and twice what ana- 
lysts predicted. 

The unexpected peek into the 
bank’s official results, which will be 
released in two weeks, was a wel- 
come sign of improvement in one 


of the most troubled and critical 
industries in the U.S. economy. 

Money is cheap and mortgage 
applications are surging, thanks in 
large part to unprecedented efforts 
in Washington to breathe life back 
into the financial industry. The 
government has been pumping 
money into the financial system, 
slashing interest rates, and bu)dng 
and guaranteeing more types of 
assets than ever before. As a result, 
cash poured into Wells Fargo & Co. 
and loans streamed out. 

Other banks across the coun- 
try are likely gaining, too, from 
near-zero borrowing costs and 
the resuscitation of the mort- 


gage business. If more banks see 
a similar burst in business offset 
their loan losses, the panic over 
the fate of the banking industry 
could dissipate. 

“The mind-set is: The banks 
cannot do well,” said Richard 
Bove, banking analyst at Rochdale 
Securities. “But the banks are in 
a stronger position than anyone 
expected.” 

Most analysts are still predicting 
quarterly losses for banks such as 
Citigroup and Morgan Stanley. 

“It’s premature to conclude 
the economy has turned,” said 
Wells Fargo CFO Howard Atkins.

Iraq a Bright Spot for Car Industry

BAGHDAD | Business, not bombs, 
is booming at Baghdad car deal- 
erships, as well-heeled Iraqis are 
indulging in a passion long out of 
reach — spiffy new cars. 

BMWs, Nissans, H)nmdais and 
even military-style Hummers are 
now weaving around the shabby, 
smoke-belching wrecks and don- 
key carts that have clogged the 
streets over two decades of sanc- 
tions and war. 

That may make Baghdad one 
of the few cities worldwide where 


the auto industry is doing relatively 
well. With its limited banking sys- 
tem, Iraq has largely avoided the 


global financial meltdown. And 
unlike elsewhere in the world, 
gas prices — about $1.52 a gal-

Ion — aren’t much of a deterrent 
to those Iraqis eager and able to 
catch up with the good life behind 
the wheel. 

“Despite the high price, driving 
a new car gives me a great sense 
of happiness and comfort,” said 
Muhannad Khazim as he cruised 
with friends in a Hyundai Elantra 
he’d bought two days earlier. 

Showrooms are popping up in 


safer neighborhoods across town 
to meet the rising demand. They 
are offering selections from sleek 
sports cars to four-wheel- drive 
behemoths, most imported from 
Amman, Jordan or Dubai. 

During Saddam Hussein’s rule, 
the most popular brands were Toy- 
ota Coronas, which the govern- 
ment imported in early 1980s. 

But Saddam’s invasion of 
Kuwait in 1990 brought interna- 
tional sanctions — and a cutoff in 
the flow of new cars. For the next 
13 years, Iraqis were constant- 
ly repairing flimsy vehicles that 
aged fast in the fierce heat, dust 
and potholed streets. 

“I’m fed up with old, broken 
cars,” Muhannad Akram said as 
he inspected new cars at a show- 
room in the Jadiriyah district.

Man says he was fired 
for questioning Fenty 
kids’ sports eligibility 

A former D.C. Department of Parks 
and Recreation manager sued 
the city Wednesday for $5 mil- 
lion, saying that he was improp- 
erly fired after questioning why 
Mayor Adrian 
M, Fenty ’s twin 
sons were play- 
ing in the wrong 
youth basketball 
league. 

In papers 
filed in D.C. 

Superior Court, 

Michael Williams, who served as 
the agency’s athletics director for 
about a year, said he was termi- 
nated Feb. 23. That was 10 days 
after he had told his boss. Parks 
and Recreation Director Clark 
E. Ray, that he had received com- 
plaints from parents that Fenty ’s 


sons were participating in the Pee 
Wee basketball division for 6- to 
8-year-olds. The boys were to turn 
9 in early March, which meant they 
were supposed to be in the Pony 
division for 9- and 10-year-olds, 
the lawsuit says. 

Although Ray told Williams 
that he was being terminated for 
“budget reasons,” the lawsuit says, 
Williams and his attorney John M. 
Clifford say that he was fired “in 
retaliation for having made disclo- 


sures ... about Defendant Fenty ’s 
abuse of authority in connection 
with the administration of the DPR 
youth basketball league.” 

According to the lawsuit, when 
Williams asked Ray howto handle 
the situation, Ray told him that 
Fenty’s sons would continue to play 
in the younger league. Paperwork 
for the boys lacked birth certifi- 
cates and parent signatures, and 
read, “Mayor’s son,” the lawsuit says.

The driver fled the crash scene 
on foot and was captured a half- 
hour later. Police identified him as 
Andrew Thomas Gallo, 22, of Riv- 
erside, and said he had a suspend- 
ed license because of a previous 
drunken driving conviction.

You Ve seen Lizzy Caplan, even if 
you don’t recognize her right away. 
The actress has played a string of 
memorable characters, including 
Goth outsider Janice in “Mean 
Girls.” Her latest role is struggling 
comedian Casey in the Starz show 
“Party Down” (Fri., 10:30 p.m.), a 
new comedy from “Veronica Mars” 
creator Rob Thomas about aspir- 
ing L.A. actors working as caterers.

“Party Down” is hilarious. Is it as fun 
to work on as it is to watch? 

Absolutely. I think you can often 
tell what a good time people were 
having while shooting. All the peo- 
ple involved are genuinely funny, 
and there’s a healthy competition 
on who can be the funniest. 

Does that mean there was a lot of 
ad-libbing and trying to make each 


other laugh during filming? 

We get a whole script for every epi- 
sode, but we’re totally allowed to 
go off the book and change things. 
We have a lot of footage that will 
probably never be seen of people 
saying just ridiculous stuff I hope 
all that makes it onto the DVD. 

The result is totally amusing. 

The inspiration for it was actually 
the British version of “The Office,” 
and I think you can definitely see 
similar themes. 

Your character develops into a bit of 
a romantic lead after having a fling 
with her co-caterer Henry. 

Normally on a TV show, you’d 
see this slow buildup of romantic 
characters. And then the question 
would be: Do they get together? 
Do they not get together? We’ve 
flipped that on its head because we 
get down to business right away. 


It’s the anti-sitcom treatment. 

Television couples have a tendency 
to be really brave, and one person 
puts themself out there in this real- 
ly dramatic way. I just don’t think 
that’s how it happens in real life. 
We tried to make sure that none of 
the moments are overly precious, 
cutesy or adorable.

I’ve been 
playing more love interest-y roles, 
so I’m getting used to it. 

Are you a girlie-girl in real life? 

Not at all. If I have an event. I’ll go 
to a fashion-forward friend’s house 
and borrow her stuff.

Central Asian textiles 
called ikats and suzanis 
bring vintage Silk Road 
style to modern homes 

It’s a quandary for the global age: 
How does a citizen of the world 
translate a jet-setting lifestyle into 
designer digs without seeming as 
pretentious as, er, the term “jet-set- 
ting”? A decidedly 2009 approach 
might mean accenting your pad 
with ikats and suzanis — Central 
Asia’s feisty alternatives to tired toile 
and lame leopard prints. 

You’ll recognize suzanis by the 
graphic flowers and curvy vines 
embroidered onto rectangular 
cotton and silk textiles, while the 
tribal patterns of ikats stem from 
a sophisticated style of tie-dye 
(yarns are colored first, then care- 
fully woven into preset geometric 
patterns). “The bright colors and 
playfulness of these textiles make 
people happy,” says Mia Backman 
Worrell, co-owner of Timothy Paul 
Bedding + Home (15291 14th St. 
NW; 202-234-2020). 

These trademark whimsical 
patterns are splashed everywhere 
right now — covers of glossies, styl- 
ish boutiques — both as the real, 
often antique thing and in mass 
market, often mod incarnations 
(funky shower curtains, shapely 
ottomans). 

But lest you dismiss these poly- 
chrome prints and embroideries as 
a fad, consider their rich heritages. 
Rooted in 19th-century folk art in 
what is now Uzbekistan, suzanis 
were once the centerpiece of a wom- 
an’s dowry, striking testaments to

in the function of the craft. Certainly, 
authentic ikats and suzanis — mostly 
hand-woven wall hangings, rugs and 
bed canopies — are still created in 
Uzbekistan and hawked in Central 
Asian caravan markets. You can find 
a dazzling array of those vintage and 
contemporaiy pieces at Timothy Paul 
Bedding + Home, where each piece 
is hand-plucked from trusted traders 
in Istanbul. Some have been trans- 
formed into table runners, throws 
or duvet covers. Prices range from 
about $150 for pillowcases to $1,200 
for bedspreads. 

You can also browse for con- 
temporary pillows, bed coverings 
and wall hangings ($90-$2,400) 
at the Textile Museum’s (2320 S 
St. NW; 202-667-0441) shop, after, 
of course, checking out the real 
19th-century suzanis in the col- 
lection. 

Look closely, and you’ll spot 
color changes and not- quite -fin- 
ished swatches. Much like the giddy 
charm of a lovable mutt’s crooked 
tail, there’s something downright 
endearing about the inconsistencies 
and unbalanced designs — quirks 


Want to incorporate such eth- 
nic elements into a space with- 
out making your home resemble 
a camel trader’s den? First, deter- 
mine whether you want the fabrics 
to be the center of attention or just 
accents, suggests Chevy Chase- 
based interior designer and art 
consultant Judy Weisman. “You 
can only have so many focal points,” 
she says. “Otherwise, the various 
elements will fight each other. If 
you’re going to use a strong, pat- 
terned rug, go with more texture 
on your seating.” Other times, tex- 
tiles pull the room together in a 
subtler way. 

“Start off small: pillows or a 
throw over the back of a sofa,” 
advises Backman Worrell. She par- 
ticularly likes the splashy contrast 
of suzanis and ikats against the 
well-defined lines of mid- centu- 
ry modern furniture. “The design 
and aesthetic fits very well with our 
21st-century sensibilities,” Krody 
adds. “They have engaging designs; 
the colors are very beautiful. And

discovery, a new global community 
of collectors clamored for a revival 
of these crafts. 

But according to Textile Museum 
curator Sumru Belger Krody, the 
textiles were catapulted to universal 
lust level by the power of the catwalk 
— specifically, belted ikat jackets 
and flouncy skirts from Oscar de 
la Renta’s spring 2005 collection. 
And from runway to table runner, 
the patterns have slowly but surely 
spread ever since. 

Modern interpretations of 
suzanis incorporate a wider blend 
of colors, Krody explains. “Some 
newer productions tend to have 
softer, more pastel tones than the 
19th-century examples.” Likewise, 
modern ikats are usually larger, 
blockier and crisper. 

Perhaps the biggest evolution lies 


that add spontaneity not evident in 
factory-made versions. 

But plenty of flawless, carefully 
organized versions can also be found 
at home decor chains, which adapt 
the age-old patterns to contempo- 
rary aesthetics. Reimagined ikats 
show up on agendas ($80, Cursive- 
newyork.com), accent pillows ($40, 
Crateandbarrel.com) and hand tow- 
els ($6, Westelm.com). West Elm’s 
ikat slipper chair ($349) still typi- 
fies the clean, bold look you’d expect, 
while Pottery Barn’s suzani duvet 
covers ($109-$139) and Anthro- 
pologie’s suzani-stamped dessert 
plates ($12, Anthropologie.com) 
tend toward cutesy and folksy. Or 
for a glam take on both styles, try 
spendy pillows by New York design- 
er Madeline Weinrib ($450 and up,

Movie” just shouldn’t be analyzed 
from an adult perspective — which, 
frankly, is irrelevant. 

The big-screen version of the 
Disney TV series is not made for 
us — it’s made for girls ages 6 to 
14 and no one else — and so we 
must consider how they’re going 
to respond to it. 

Now, this will come as no sur- 
prise at all: They’re gonna love it.

And it makes sense, really. 

If you were a 10 -year-old girl, 
you would, of course, want to be 
small-town sweetheart Miley 
Stewart and/or her secret pop-star 
alter ego, Hannah Montana. Sing- 
er/songwriter/dancer/trendsetter 
Miley Cyrus makes both charac- 
ters so attractively accessible it’s 
hard not to be charmed. 

Nevertheless, “Hannah Mon- 
tana: The Movie” drags us all back 
to the fictional Crowley Corners 
to bang us over the head with the 
message that big cities are bad and 
small towns are good. And there’s 
plenty of down-home singin’ and 
cuttin’ up to emphasize that point. 
(Amazingly, Taylor Swift and Ras- 


cal Flatts just happen to live there, 
too. What are the odds?!) 

The predictable (though beau- 
tifully photographed) film from 
director Peter Chelsom finds 
Miley ’s dad, Robby Ray (Cyrus’ 
real-life father, Billy Ray), taking 
her home against her will to recon- 
nect with her roots. 

Back home, Miley bonds with 
Grandma Ruby (longtime char- 
acter actress Margo Martindale, 
who’s done far more interesting 
work) and finds her first boyfriend, 
Travis (Lucas Till), a nonthreaten-

ing farmhand she’s known since 
childhood. Hoedowns and horse- 
back riding ensue. 

But the idyll can’t last for- 
ever: A British tabloid reporter 
(Peter Gunn) has followed her 
there, trying to dig up some dirt 


on Hannah. 

But the reporter’s portly pres- 
ence also brings an unwelcome 
tone of sitcommy physical humor. 
Gunn’s obnoxious Oswald Granger 
is in pain, skidding on a scattered 
pile of walnuts or tumbling face- 
first into a puddle of mud. 

“Hannah Montana” didn’t need 
all that, given the warmhearted 
family tone and the catchiness 
of the pop tunes.

FILM I The most charitable thing 
we can say about the otherwise 
insufferable “Observe and Report” 
is that it shows Seth Rogen has 
some range. 

He’s not just the self-depre- 
cating cutup, the Stoner teddy 
bear we’ve come to know and 
love in movies such as “Knocked 
Up,” “Superbad” and “Pineapple 
Express.” Apparently, he also has 
some pent-up rage in him, which 
he unleashes in spectacularly wild 
fashion as the head of security at a 
suburban shopping center. 

(Don’t call him a mall cop, 
although the superficial similari- 
ties to the PG-rated Paul Blart are 
unmistakable.) 

Like Blart, Rogen’s Ronnie 
Barnhardt takes his job far too

Ronnie that makes you root for 
him to succeed personally or pro- 
fessionally; writer- director Jody 
Hill has created yet another sin- 
gularly unlikable character, as he 
did in his debut last summer, “The 
Foot Fist Way.” 

On the one hand, you have 


to admire Hill for just going for 
it, for recklessly abandoning all 
semblance of what would be con- 
sidered tasteful or appropriate in 
a comedy for mainstream audi- 
ences. Unlike Danny McBride’s 
“Foot Fist” character, delusional 
tae kwon do instructor Fred Sim- 


mons, Ronnie has does have some 
vulnerability to him, which shows 
in a few scenes with his alcoholic 
mother (Celia Weston), but those 
are played for awkward laughs.

romantic comedies: romantic complaint. 
Gigi (Ginnifer Goodwin) throws herself 
headlong into every relationship she’s in. 
Janine (Jennifer Connolly) has a husband, 
Ben (Bradley Cooper), who is distant when 
they talk about what color to paint a room, 
while Beth (Jennifer Aniston) has a boy- 
friend, Neil (Ben Affleck), who refuses to 
get married.

HUNGER (Unrated, 92 minutes) Nominally, 
the feature debut of director Steve 
McQueen is about IRA activist Bobby 
Sands, who in 1981 died in Belfast’s noto- 
rious Maze prison.

I LOVE YOU, MAN (R, 105 minutes) Paul 
Rudd is a phone book actor, meaning he’s 
just one of those guys who could stand 
there and read a phone book and we’d 
laugh. Just watch him in the first few 
scenes of his most recent role, when his 
character, Peter Klaven, listens in on a 
raunchy conference call between his fian- 
cee, Zooey (Rashida Jones), and her best 
girlfriends.
